High Scool 
Plans for 
Expansion 


New Classroom 
Unit First on 
Building Program 


Palm Springs high school is 
experiencing grow ing pains. 
A 
pressure for expansion has ex­ 
isted for some tim e, but now that 
building restrictions are 
being 
lifted, the high school trustees 
are all set to start a building 
program that 
has 
been in the 
m aking for some’ months past. 
Board 
President 
Charles 
J. 
B urket said this week th at he 
hopes to see w ork start on a six- 
room classroom 
unit 
this fall, 
possibly in October. The new unit 
is to be located parallel to Ra­ 
mon Road and directly east of 
the southerly u n it of the high 
school 
plant. 
The architecture 
and construction will be similar 
to that of the perm anent build­ 
ings 
already 
constructed. 
Mr. 
H arry W illiams was commission­ 
ed last w inter to prepare working 
plans for the new building, and 
to revise the high school m aster 
plan so that full and proper util­ 
ization m ight be made of an addi­ 
tional 15 acres of land acquired 
by the high school district two 
years ago. This new land is lo­ 
cated directly east of the high 
school tract, extending the school 
property line to the w est boun­ 
dary of the local Army air base. 
CHECKING PLANS 
Charles Gibson of the Division 
of Schoolhouse Planning of the 
State D epartm ent of Education, 
is now checking 
plans 
for the 
new classroom building. L ater he 
expects to check the m aster plan 
w ith the board of trustees. 
As 
soon as all necessary legal re­ 
quirem ents have been m et for 
launching the building program, 
the board will advertise for bids, 
and a contract for im m ediate con­ 
struction w ill be awarded. 
The state enrollm ent of P. S. 
H. S. jum ped from 213 for the 
school year 1943-44 to 266 for 
last year, the average daily at­ 
tendance figures for those years 
being 162.61 and 180.20. Last year 
crowded conditions made it ne­ 
cessary to use th e auditorium and 
even the woodshop and physical 
education buildings for classroom 
instruction, w hich norm ally calls 
for much better facilities. It was 
im possible to give each teacher 
a room of her ow n because there 
w ere not room s enough to go 
arcund. Conditions are expected 
to be 
worse 
for 
the coming 
school year, and that is w hy the 
high school 
board 
is moving 
along as rapidly as possible on 
the classroom building project. 
CLASSROOMS FIRST 
The high school needs a gym­ 
nasium, shop facilities, a cafe­ 
teria, a sw im m ing pool, and an 
auditorium , but board mem bers 
felt 
the 
additional 
classroom 
space should be provided first. 
All required units, looking for­ 
w ard for a period of a decade or 
more, are indicated on th e mas­ 
te r plan, and w ill be constructed 
w hen conditions permit, in ac­ 
cord with this m aster pfon now 
being perfected by the trustees. 
The 1945-46 high school budget 
provides a total of approxim ately 
$63,000 that 
m ay 
be 
used for 
building purposes during the cur­ 
rent fiscal year. In addition to 
this revenue, the board has $85,­ 
000 in W ar Bonds which are now

The new board w ill be a t Riv­ 
erside and known as 7.1. It will 
handle all of the business for­ 
m erly handled by local boards 
here, at Indio, Banning, Corona, 
Hemet, Blythe, Elsinore and P er­ 
ris. 
Mr. Lippm an expects all of 
the work of the local board to 
be finished by O ctober 1.

TELLS OF THREAT

jail late Tuesday afternoon w ith 
a vague story of being persecuted 
and said “th ey ’re trying to get 
me.”

They then 
called the sheriff’s office.
